Such wounds are 
iften quite slight and commonly 
irented lightly. 

A wound which does not bleed 
is the most dangerous, Ordinary 
antiseptte medicine 1s useless, a 
special injection is required. This 
can be had at any public dis- 
pensary free of charge or from 
uny modern doctor or at any hos- 
pital, sald the spokesmen. é 


CANADIAN TOWNS

Prince Rupert, BL, 
August 22.

Full-Scale Precautions 
Against Atom-Bomb To 
Lower Living Standard 


A group of scientists has 


London, August 21. 
reported that full-scale 


precautions against atomic bombing of Britain 
would cost so much that the standard of living 
and health of the British people would be 
affected as much as by a war. 

report was made after a study a atomic wea- 
pons and civil defence by scientists at Birming 
ham University and was published in the 


“Atomic Scientists News,” 
Scientists Association.

The report gave these conclusions: 


1, The best civil defence 
could not give full protection 
against atomic bombing-or 
even reduce the ‘magnitude of 
the disaster; 

2, Air raid shelters could not 
offer much protection for day-

casualty contral; 

4. There will be no chance to 
Jearn by experience in atomic

new-type bombs are developed, 
it would not alter the conclusfon 
because the aren of  clestruction 
Increases rather slowly with the 
released energy.

On maintaining the budsiet at 
no level from year to year, the 
Scerctary-General stressed in the 
foreword of his report te the 
fourth session of the General As- 
sembly that in preparing the es- 
tmates he has borne constantly 


in mind the recBinmendations of 
the advisory committee on ad- 
mlnistrative and budgetary ques- 
tions that the United ‘Nations 
make every effort to stabilise Its 
budget atethe minimum 
tent with the implementation of 
the charter and Jfinaneial — re- 
sources Of member states.

To offset rising costs for cer-

In support of the claim that 
Russin had given an assurance to 
defend Austrinn ‘frontiers, the 
note quoted n letter written in 
May, 1945, from Marshnl Stalin 
to Herr Karl Renner, Austrian 
President.
